Maryland Jockey Club Prepares 
Tempting Dish for Horsemen. 



Over $100,000 in Added Money 
to Be Distributed in Eleven 
Days of Racing. 



Baltimore, Md.. October 23. — Secretary Wm. P. 
Riggs lias distributed the program book for the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s meeting which is scheduled 
to begin at Pimlico Friday. November 1, and con- 
tinue for eleven racing days. With a week inter- 
vening before the <>| •cuing of the meeting, it is ex- 
Itected that the ban against public gatherings will 
have been rescinded by the State Hoard of Health, 
in view of the reported improvement of the influenza 
situation throughout the stab- of Maryland, and 
Pimlico will l»e able to open its gates on time. 

The Maryland Jockey Club offers horsemen during 
the eleven days of racing at the historic eld Pim- 
lico «-oursc one of the greatest programs ever pro- 
vided by an American racing association, especially 
at this season of the year. Altogether there will be 
$105.0011 in added money distributed among the win- 
ning owners, and there will be no purse of less 
value than SI. 000. 

For the opening day races for horses of all ages 
and classes are provided, with the Inaugnral Steeple- 
chase as the big feature through t fy c fjylil while the 
Arlington Handicap is the main attraction on the 
flat. On the second day the first closed stake 
event of the meeting will be run. when the Klkridge 
Steeplechase is carded for decision. 

The Klkridge is for three-year-old jumpers, lias 
83.IMNI added, and closed with thirty-three entries. 
The field for this important fall fixture, which will 
hr.ng thousands of devotees of steepleeliasing to 
Pimlico, will come from I lie following: K. A. Beal’s 
Candidate II..

and an eighth being supplementary features. 

BEST JUMPERS IN MANLY MEMORIAL. 

On Tuesday. November 5. the Manly Memorial 
Steeplechase . the most valuable and important jump- 
ing race of the year, will lie decided. This will lie 
Hunt Club day at Pimlico and delegations from the 
various clubs in nearby states will Is* present in 
goodly nuniliers. The Many Memorial is a handi- 
cap for four-year-olds and over with $10,000 added 
at two miles and a half. A gold cup. presented by 
Mrs. William M. Manly and C. Hughes Manly, goes 
to the owner winning it twice, not necessarily con- 
secutively. the cup to be held by the winner each 
venr until the succeeding running of the race. 

All the star jumpers in the country have been 
named for this much coveted cross country event, 
the eligibles including The Brook, the recognized 
champion jumper of the year; Capt. Davis’ Brooks, 
Hie winner of the Manly last year; Porin, Kncbel- 
kai»l>- Goldilocks.

Practically all 
the stars of the three-year-old division are named 
for this valuable fixture, and it is quite certain that 
fhe field that will contest its running ou Wednesday, 
November 6, will equal if not surpass any that has 
engaged iu a stake race this year exclusively for 
horses of that age.

All 
of the horses to lie disjaised of are in training, and 
most of them have been good winners during the 
1918 season. In the Herz string are Mauister Toi. 
Daddy’s Choice, Matin, Nelle Yorke. Clare Boothe. 
Eddie McBride anil Marion Adler. Tin* Arlington 
lot includes the consistent winner Koh-i-Noor aud 
St. Isidore in tin* older division, and the promis- 
ing two-year-olds Questionnaire, Apple Jack II. 
and Toombeola. 

In addition to the Ilerz -Arlington consignment a 
number of horses from other establishments will be 
sold. They include The Banshee II.. Pickwick. 
Peter, Teresa J., Intriguer. Tlios. F. McMahon. As- 
sign. War Idol, War Plume and James Jr. With 
the outlook for winter racing in Havana and New 
Orleans decidedly bright, more than ordinarily good 
prices are looked for.

Among the British prisoners of war repatriated 
from Germany is Herbert Grimshaw, the jockey, 
who was riding on the continent when war broke 
out. 

The racing career of the King of Spain’s good 
horse Antivari lias beeu terminated through ail 
accident while in training, and the son of Sea 
Sick will be retired to the stud. 

John Casey, one of the leading Irish bookmakers, 
died recently in Dublin. He was born in County 
Clare some sixty years ago, made a fortune and 
married in Australia, returned to his native land, 
became interested in all kinds of sport and died 
ail extremely rich man. He was well known to 
American visitors at Irish racecourses. 

H. II. Beasley and H. Beasley, fattier and son. 
are riding in Irish races, and recently both rode 
winners on the same day at the Phoenix Park. 
Dublin, course. H. Beasley, the son. leads the Irish 
winning list and lias gone to England to try 
Ills fortune at Newmarket. He weighs about 110 
pounds. Septcmlier 28 at Phoenix Park the younger 
Beasley rode the winners of four of the six races 
in which lie participated.

The great big two-year-old feature of the meeting, 
the Walden Stakes with $.i,(MRl added at one mile, 
will be decided on Saturday, November 9, and the 
field will undoubtedly be the largest that has con- 
tested in j| ny of the juvenile events of the year. 
There are one hundred and thirty-one eligibles, in- 
cluding the cream of the two-year-olds division. In 
connection with the Walden Stakes the program of 
Saturday, November 9, will include the Pimlico Re- 
mount Breeding Purse, a dasli of one mile for entire 
colts and horses three-year-olds and over. This race 
was framed at the request of those interested in the 
breeding department of the Remount Division of the 
United States Army, and it is understood and agreed 
that all starters can be purchased for the United 
States Remount Breeding Bureau within forty-eight 
hours of (be time of the running of the race from 
the owner at the time of running for $1,000. All 
horses to be entered in this stake must be examined 
by the remount department, and such entries as may 
be approved to be named as starters the day before 
the race. 



Tin* fleet filly Koh-i-Noor is to he offered for 
sale with the other horses comprising the stable of 
Edward Arlington, which will be sold at auction 
Friday at Empire Pity. That she will bring a good 
price seems certain in view of her brilliant racing 
over the New York tracks during the autumn season. 
Koh-i-Noor l»egan her fall campaign at Belmont 
Park by running second to the Fair Play filly Right 
in a dash of a mile, in which the Arlington filly 
led to the stretch, where she suddenly tired, seem- 
ingly being a trifle short. 

Since thaf race Koh-i-Noor has won six out of 
seven races, finishing second on the occasion she 
was beaten. Her first victory was at Aqueduct on 
September 19 in a mile race, in which she turned 
the tables on the filly Right, heating her by six 
lengths and running the mile in 1:38%. On the 
opening day of the Jamaica meeting she was re- 
turned winner over Matinee Idol in a mile and 
seventy yards race, displaying remarkable gameness 
to get a nose decision after apparently being beaten 
in the stretch. 

Then came a hollow victory over Jack Mount. 
Umbala. Poacher and Oenone at the same track. 
Koh-i-Noor cantering home ten lengths in advance 
>f her nearest opponent. A few days later she re- 
peated by running away from Harwood II. and Jack 
Mount and establishing a new track record for a 
mile and seventy yards, running the distance in 
1:43%. 

Moving over to Empire City. Koli-i-Noor went to 
the post in the Fordham Selling Stakes a well backed 
favorite, but here she met defeat, the English- 
bred Sundridge gelding. Minto II.. taking her meas- 
ure’ iu decisive fashion, although the Arlington filly 
was a game contender throughout and had no oppo- 
sition for place honors. 

Her next start at Empire City was last Sat- 
urday. when she ran away from Air Man, Hondo 
and Kingfisher and them came back Tuesday, dupli- 
cating her performance of Saturday, her victims 
on this occasion heing Emil Herz’ Mauister Toi and 
African Arrow. Mauister Toi was backed to bent 
the Arlington filly, but never had a chance, being 
outrun throughout, Koh-i-Noor lending by a wide 
margin from start to finish, never fully extended. 

Considering that Koh-i-Noor is not entirely sound 
she is a speed marvel, and right at the present 
well-nigh invincible.

This is the four-year-old Square Set. by Duke of 
Ormonde, which was donated by George Wingfield 
of, the Nevada Stock Farm. The colt is at Laurel 
uAil will Is* ins|H*eted iu the course of the next few 
days. With Philippic, Duke of Ormonde and other 
good horses already donated, the government will 
soon have another carload to send west.

But no definite an- 
nouncement will be made until it is assured that 
any plans which may Is: made can he carried into 
effect without the necessity for further postpone- 
ment.

Out the Way and Star Spangled 
Have Chances Ruined by 
Strenuous Early Racing. 



New York. October 23. — Continued fine weather 
and a well-rounded card attracted an unusually 
large mid-week crowd of horse lovers who seem 
loath to part witli the thoroughbred in this section. 
A majority of the races produced close finishes 
and all were well contested. 

The feature event, the Bedford Selling Stakes, 
fell to Panaman, virtually neglected in the betting. 
He reversed his recent defeat by Star Spangled in 
easy fashion. The race was run to suit the winner. 
Lyke kept Panaman under restraint while Out. 
the Way and Star Spangled were racing each other 
into exhanstion. When they began to tire in the 
last eighth. Panaman moved up fast, caught and 
passed the leaders and drew away into a safe lead 
at the end. The Whitney representative. Out the 
Way, was hard ridden all the vitay to overeome 
a slow start, but his early efforts told ou him in 
the stretch, so much so that he finished absolutely 
last. Walls used poor judgment in subjecting Star 
Spangled to excessive early use trying to keep up 
with Out the Way. with the result that the Quincy 
Stable’s three-year-old had nothing left when Pana- 
mas challenged. 

The handicap for all ages, the third race on 
the card, produced a most exciting contest. Motor 
Cop, heavily supported ill the speculation, quickly 
found his way into the lead after tlie barrier’s rise 
Under his heavy impost he begun to shorten his 
stride in tlie final drive, and it required Loftus’ 
most diligent efforts to keep his head in front 
at the end. Ultima Thule, which suffered slight 
early interference, made a determined bid through 
the streteli run aud got up in time to secure second 
place from his stiring stablemate, Jock Scot. 

The first race was won by Maggie Maitland. She 
set the pace throughout and outgamed Goldvale 
at the end. Tlie latter made his usual belated 
stretch run to no avail after being prominent all 
the way. Under Fire, under Myers’ weak riding, 
took show honors from Sea Way, which was in 
dose quarters during tin* early running, but tired 
when clear in the streteli racing. 

GEX SCORES IN WALKAWAY STYLE. 

The second race proved a walkaway for Gex. 
heavily supported in the speculation. The Sanford 
cast-off was in command at all stages, holding a 
wide margin over his opposition at the end. Air 
Man, which was exjiected to furnish the only seri- 
ous contention, was hard ridden throughout and, while 
lie ran well, never laid u chance to overtake tin* 
flying leader. In the last eighth L.vke’s strenuous 
tactics told on Air Man and he tired anil was beaten 
for second place by tlie fast-closing Jack Mount. 
After Gex’s victory Richard Baker and Andrew 
Blakeley advanced him to $2,005, at which figure 
In* was retained by his owner. 

John Sanford’s Madame Unrie scored in the daily 
long distance race. Well ridden by Robinson, she 
indulged Piedra and W. H. Buckner with the early 
lead, joined Piedra after leaving the haekstretch, 
and passing him in the final eighth drew away to 
win by a safe margin. W. H. .Buckner displayed a 
high order of speed in forcing the early pace, but 
quit badly turning into the stretch. Piedru’s race 
was a good one. 

Tin* most exciting finish of tin* afternoon gave 
John Sanford his second victory of the day when his 
S.irdanap.ile filly. Alphee. scored by a nose in the 
sixth race. Alphee led all the way, but lier suc- 
cess was due principally la-cause she was best rid- 
den. 

The three-year-old Bit. purchased from the San- 
ford weeding out sale by B. Davis and recently the 
property of J. Dyer, is dead. 

Fred Burlew saddled Madame Curie and Alphee 
iu the al>senoe of Preston Burch. 

Jockeys Troxler and Vincent Powers have return- 
ed from Maryland.

MEXICO'S FIGHTING FOREIGN LEGION 

Battling Corps of Cosmopolitans Which Followed 
the Fortunes of Francisco Madero. 

Aside frem the famous French Foreign Legion 
there was perhaps never such n heterogeneous class 
of men combined into a fighting unit ns was those 
composing the “Legion Estrangero,” which followed 
the fortunes of the late ill-fated President of 
Mexico, Francisco I. Madero. Red-blooded men 
from every walk of life — men afflicted with the 
wanderlust and an overwhelming love of adventure, 
gun -men, cowboys, miners, prospectors, educated 
men who had failed in life, young men just out of 
school, thirsting for adventure — they were all there. 
Attracted by the glamour of a Latin American 
revolution, they were gathered from the four cor- 
ners of the earth and formed into a fighting unit 
the like of which I never expect to see again. 

There was Viljoen, the ex-Boer general, who led 
a forlorn hope in his native land against the Eng- 
lish and came to America after the war was over; 
there was Lewis, an ex-artillery captain of the 
English forces, who met Vjljoen on the ship com- 
ing over, and the two former foes became the best 
of friends; both of these men were officers on 
Madero’s staff. 

FIGHTING IRISH, SCOTCH, FRENCH. 

Tin- ii then 1 were the “Triplets” — Mahoney, Mc- 
Donald and Uharpentier — Irish, Scotch and French 
they were, and fighters all. There was Paul Ma- 
son. who had participated in half a dozen revolu- 
tions before, and whose body bore the marks of 
many wounds; lie spoke with a strong German 
accent, and many people were of the opinion that 
Mason was not the name he was given in infancy. 
One wing of Madero’s army was commanded by 
Guiscppe Garahaldi. a scion of the famous Gara- 
baldi family that stands out so prominently in 
Italian history; he is a general now, leading an 
army against the Hun in Italy. There was a char- 
acter known as “Death Valley Slim,” from the 
deserts of Arizona; a young college graduate from 
the hills of Tennessee, named Magee. Magee had 
never handled a rifle in his life, yet within a 
week of his enlistment he took part in a three days’ 
fight and acted like a veteran. He had in him the 
fighting blood of Old Hickory Jackson. 

At Casas Grandcs, where Madero was wounded and 
defeated, there was with him about sixty men of 
the legion under an ex-sergeant of the United States 
Army named Harington. For a while the legion 
bore the brunt of the attack. Harington, together 
with about one- third of his men, were killed. They 
were all buried in one grave. Among those who 
escaped were Jim Harper and John Greer, two 
Texas cowboys. They were pursued by Mexican 
rurales for about thirty miles, aud escaped only 
after they had formed an ambush along a narrow 
mountain defile where it was necessary to ride single 
file. They hid behind rocks and picked off their 
pursuers, one at a time, as they rode along the nar- 
row trail. They finally made their escape across 
the international line into New Mexico. 

Greer was killed about a year later in a fight 
with a sheriff’s posse. Harper is somewhere “Over 
There.” as are all the others who survived the 
Madero revolution. 

OUT OF BUSINESS WITH MADERO. 

After the revolution was over and Madero be- 
came President of Mexico, the Foreign Legion 
ceased to exist. Its members left Mexico and 
returned to the United States. An “Adventure 
Club” was formed in El Paso, and they all became 
members of it. The club is no more; its members 
arc all in France fighting for the allies; many of 
them joined the Canadian army and went to the 
front before we got into the game. Viljoen is dead. 
And a braver man never lived. Were he living 
no doubt he would be “Over There” too, fighting 
side by side with his former foes, just as General 
Smoots is doing. 

This article would not be complete without a 
mention of Jimmy Hare, the war correspondent. 
He used a camera instead of a gun, and tiie tiring 
line was never too hot for hint to risk his life in 
order to get a good picture. While other eorre- 
s|H>udeuts were writing to their papers comforta- 
bly seated in the lobby of their hotel. Jimmy was 
cut where there was something doing. On one 
occasion, during the three days’ light, when 
Madero’s forces were storming Juarez, Garahaldi, 
at the head of his men, came charging down the 
street just as Hare was in the act of taking a 
snap shot. “Hey, there! Look out there, ‘Garry,’ 
you are spoiling my picture!” The bullets were 
(lying like hail, but Jimmy Hare just would have 
that picture. And he got it, too. I don’t know 
where lie is now, hut I dare say he is somewhere 
“Over There” where bullets are flying thickest. 

As long as I live I will never forget that dare- 
devil bunch of human misfits that composed the 
Foreign Legion of Madero’s army. Some of them 
sleep in Mexican soil, and the place of their re- 
l>ose is not even marked. Others will, no doubt, 
ere long, be sleeping in French soil. Whatever 
their fate may be, I wish them well, aud I am 
glad that I met and knew them. They were all 
red-blooded men of action who did things; und it 
is to such men that the world doffs its lint and 
pays high reverence. — Dr. I. J. Bush, in Outdoor 
Life.

MEMORIES OF BADEN-BADEN 



Before the outbreak of the war the fortunes of 
Baden- lbideu as an international gathering were 
revived through the energy of Prince Carl Egon 
of Fuerstenberg, who was a good sportsman. He 
supported sport at Baden. His social influence as 
the laird of Donaueschingen and his love of sport 
handed down to him by his father invested the 
pleasant little town with the distinction it had 
attained j u the days when the Empress Augusta 
chose the watering place on the banks of the Oos 
as her summer holiday resort. Dupressoir presided 
over that pretty little Casino, where roulette aud 
trente-et-quurante were indulged iu by visitors 
until the pious wave swept over Germany aud 
casinos were washed away, gambling being abolished 
save iu private clubs aud the casinos of officers. 
French owners iu the old days were invited to join 
the race committee and the club at Baden. Entries 
were invited from French, English, Belgian and 
Austro-Hungarian stables, and racing at Baden- 
Baden regained much of its old prestige, though 
threatened with oblivion as the result of the war 
of 1870-71. the loss of Alsace-Lorraine, aud the in- 
demnity exacted us the nest-egg of the war treasure 
in the tower of Spandau. Baron de Scliickler, 
whose stables and stud were visited at Martinvast 
on her way to Cherbourg by the lute Queen Victoria, 
was induced to permit Semendria to cross the 
frontier under the charge of her trainer. \V. Weltb. 
and roiniiete for the gold cup offered the winner 
of tlie principal raee by the grand duke. The 
hurou was not present to receive the gift from the 
hands of the grand duke, hut it was brought home 
by Webb, who declared that the cup and the added 
money represented the first instalment of the return 
of tlie indemnity to France — Loudon Sportsman. 



CLOSE FINISHES IN FOUR MILE RACE 

Charmer and Louis d'Or Ran a Dead Heat in 
1851 — An Interesting Story. 

The many people who pronounced the Thornton 
Stakes, won by Los Angeleno, as the closest on rec- 
ord for that distance, were not aware that at Ja- 
maica. Long Island, on the 13th of October, 1832. 
a dead heat in the second heat of a four mile race 
took place between Black Marin and Trifle, and it 
took twenty miles, or five heats, to decide the race. 
At New Orleans in the spring of 1835 George R. 
Kenner’s gray stallion, .Grey Medoe, ran a dead 
heat with Colonel J. IV White’s bay horse Altorf, 
doing the four miles in 7:35, the imported horse. 
Denizen (by l’artisan), being beaten less than three 
feet. On the same track on the 15tli day of April, 
1851, Thomas B. Patterson’s bay mare, Charmer 
(granddam afterward of the famous California mare, 
Marion, whose progeny won over $250,0001, won a 
race which was not decided after sixteen miles had 
been traversed, but required Charmer to walk over 
for a fifth heat. Following is the official summary 
of the raee and the placing of the contestants:

The fifth heat (a walk over), was made neces- 
sary by the dead heat between Charmer and Louis 
d’Or iu the third heat. Nearly fifteen years after- 
ward I met Mr. Kenner, owner of Louis d’Or at 
Saratoga. • He was the bruins of the Confederate 
Congress anil incurred the personal enmity of Jeff 
Davis by wishing to abandon the unequal struggle 
immediately after the battle of Gettysburg in 1863. 
Mr. Kenner had many jiersonal friends in California 
after whom he inquired; and when that was over 
he began to talk of the old-time races at long 
distances, and tlien he said; “You remember the 
five-lieat raee at New Orleans when Charmer got 
the money away from my horse Louis d’Or. Well, 
tlie little brown horse was running beyond his true 
distance that day, but I will die in the belief that 
he won that third, heat by about ten inches, and. as 
he had already won the second, which was consid- 
erably the fastest in tlie race, that would have 
given him the money. Of course, I have no desire 
to throw any calumny upon the gentlemen who 
officiated as judges of that raee, for they were 
my personal friends and as honorable men as could 
be found in the south. But no man can make 
me believe there ever was such a thing as a dead 
heat, especially in so long a race.” 

EARLY CALIFORNIA RACING. 

I have been asked for my rei-ollection of tlie four 
mile races run in California in the earlier days 
of racing before roen sought to convert a sport into 
an industry. So I must go back to 1859. On the 
second Wednesday of May in that year was run 
over the old Centerville course (Buck Handgun's) 
•it Sacramento, the first four mile race ever run 
west of tlie Rockies. Tlie contestants were Nathan 
Coombs’ bay horse Ashland, five years old, 110 
pounds, by Glencoe— Mary Bell, by Sea Gull, ridden 
by John Williams, and William M. Williamson’s 
chestnut horse Owen Dale, six years old, 118 pounds, 
by Belmont — Maria Donning, by American Eclipse, 
ridden by Samuel H. Wilson. The judges were 
Colonel Edward McGarry, presiding; Benjamin S. 
Lippincott, in behalf of Mr. Williamson, and Samuel 
II. Brooks (then controller of the state) for Mr. 
Coombs. Ashland won the race in straight heats 
in 7:56, 7:49%, that being the only raee of that 
year In which the second heat was faster than the 
first. Out of this came a great deal of bitter 
feeling, especially as Williamson had openly said 
that his rider had been bribed — whether h.v Coombs 
or not he did not say, but that he had been bribed, 
anil had ridden the race exactly contrary to orders. 
Much was said on either side by the partisans of 
the contestants that neither of them would indorse. 
Owen Dale came out of the race a broken down 
horse and never started afterward. 

CHANGED HIS NAME TO LANGFORD. 

In the spring of that same year Williamson liad 
sold to Col. E. S. Latlirop of Martinez, a chest- 
nut four-year-old called Vigilance, by Belmont — 
Los Givens, by imported Langford. The first tiling 
Latlirop did was to change the colt’s name to Lang- 
ford, and as such he- is known in turf history. In 
tlie winter of 1859-60, the bitter feeling still kept 
up and Lathrop offered to run Langford four mile 
heats against any horse in America for $10,000 a 
side and allow $2,500 for expenses. This challenge 
remained in tlie Spirit of the Times four weeks 
and met with no response. A report then got out 
that Ling ford liad gone lame iu training and Lath- 
rop sent a note to Marcus Boruck, asking him to 
withdraw the challenge. No sooner was it with- 
drawn than Mr. Coombs came out with a banter, 
offering to run Ashland at heats of two, three or 
four miles, for $5,000 a side against any horse, 
mare or gelding in California. One week after the 
issuance of this bold defiance, Messrs. Coombs 
and Latlirop met at the old Bank Exchange anil 
signed agreements to run Langford and Ashland at 
four mile heats over the Centerville track at Sacra- 
mento for $5,000 on Ashland against $3,500 on 
Langford, Mr. Coombs paying $1,500 for the privi- 
lege of naming the track on which the race was to 
be run. A few days later I met Mr. Coombs. 

“Well, you have done it this time.” 

“What have I done';” he asked. 

“Well, you have made a raee to run in April, 
according to New Orleans rules, and by this you 
have let Langford iu at 100 pounds. If you had 
made it to run in May, he would have had to carry 
110 pounds.” 

“Yes. and I would have had to carry 118, which 
is really twelve more than he likes. No, I had 
to run at 110 and take the chance of beating him 
that way,” said Mr. Coombs. 

“Do you know how you will beat him? You 
will run ahead of him under a pull for a mile, 
you will lead for about a half mile further, aud 
then Langford will simply gallop you to death.” 

TWO TO ONE ON THE KENTUCKY HORSE. 

Ou the day of the raee they were betting 2 to 
1 on the Kentucky horse. Just as they came out 
I pulled out $100 and bet it five times over at 
$20 to $100 that Ashlaud would not get a heat. 
They crowded around me like wolves around a 
dyiug stag and I believe that if I bad had $10,000 
with me I could have bet every cent of it. Mr. 
Coombs came up and said: 

“Tom, I’ll mur|w time with you for $20.” 

“I'll do nothing of the kind. If you want to 
mark time. I will mark time for $1,000 and put 
bojli marks in au envelope to Is 1 placed in the hands 
of the judges and not to be opened till the race 
is over.” I would have marked 7:37 and that would 
have beaten Ashland by g city block. 

Ashlaud had waiting orders, but was unable to 
keep up the furious pace 1 -angford set with his 
light weight for the first two miles, whit* were 



HUNTERS! LOOK BEFORE YOU SHOOT! 

Conservation Commissioner Warns Nimrods to Be 
Careful When Hunting. 

New York, October 23. — "Look before you 
shoot!” is the word passed to hunters at the open- 
ing of the deer season by Conservation Commissioner 
George D. Pratt. “Human life will he saved.” the 
commissioner says, “and the stale’s deer herds, 
which are of special importance for food in time 
of war, will be protected by avoiding the shooting 
of does. 

“The toll of human life in every hunting season 
is appalling.” continues Commissioner Pratt, “but 
since the buck law went into effect in New York 
State the number of hunters killed in mistake for 
deer has shown a marked decrease. In one year 
the mortality from this cause stopped altogether. 

“It is perfectly clear that if one waits to see the 
horns on a buck before he pulls the trigger there 
will he no danger of shooting a fellow sixirtsman. / j 

“The studies made by the Conservation Commis- 
sion during the last three years have proved that 
the relative pnqmrtion of does to bucks in New 
York State is two to one, and that the deer an: 
breeding normally. By shooting only tnieks tli 
does are retained to keep the state’s deer lienl ’ 
to the maximum possible under present eonditic i. 

Ill this time of food shortage, when it is nece» ry 
to make tlie wisest use of our resources wl .out 
diminishing future 'supply, it is the part not e .y of 
good sportsmanship but of n'al patriotism j ob- 
serve the game law most carefully. 

“Approximately 10.000 deer are shot 1 .ally in 
New York State each year, and their dr sod car- 
casses, which average at least 100 r Jim Is, are 
worth to the people of the state in food. >t a valua- 
tion of only twenty-five cents a |m>i il. at least 
$250,000 annually. If we consider the as an annual 
interest at six per cent upon capita) .’•‘presented in 
the total deer herd it is thus apr .-ent that New 
York’s doer are worth a capital ig stinent of more 
than $4,000,000. This is a natuct resource so val- 
uable to the people of the statv J money alone, as 
well as in health and recreation, that every sports- 
man should co-operate in protecting it in accordance 
with the law. 

“Every pound of venison should be utilized fully 
even though it is sometimes difficult to get it out 
of the woods. The hides should lie sent promptly 
to tanners or sold to fur buyers. By so doing New 
York’s annual deer supply will help appreciably to 
offset the general scarcity of meat and leather.” 



SPORT OF RACING MAKES GOOD 



The so-called reformers who for years have 
made horse racing their pet object of attack have 
been “knocked out.” They have been flisireil for 
the full count. The sport has vindicated itself in 
a most effective manner. It has proven it is a 
leal wartime sport; that it can answer the call 
to the Colors with the best of ’em. and that it 
can do its bit to chase the kaiser into his eage in 
Berlin in a most masterful fashion. Three weeks 
ago. when Uncle Sam called upon his millions of 
nephews in this country to nnlimber their purses 
and begin sliclling the linns with Liberty Bonds, 
racing broke from the barrier with u rush that 
soon carried it past its first objective — $1,060,000 
— and eventually succeeded iu carrying it beyond 
the $2,000,000 goal. 

No sport in tlie whole curriculum has made u 
bi tter showing in helping to win the war than 
racing. Its response in the Fourth Liberty Loan 
drive exceeded the most elastic expectations of 
the most optimistic enthusiasts. By subscribing 
$2,377,200 thi’ followers of racing have raised tlie 
s|>ort to a plane of popularity and esteem which 
it never before enjoyed. Not once in the many 
drives that have been held either for Liberty Bonds 
or for war charities has racing been found want- 
ing. No greater commentary on its patriotism as 
a sport could be made. — New Y’ork Evening Tele- 
gram. 



done in 3:42. After that the race was a mere 
canter for Langford, which won iu 7:43%, Ashlaud 
being drawn after that. 

From that time out there was not a four mile 
raee run in the state until 1867, when I'ele, a 
seven-year-old mare anil a sister to Langford, won 
a $1,000 purae at the Ocean House track, heating 
Transitu. May -bo -So and Wooilburn, the latter Im‘- 
ing distanced in the first heat anil May-be-So in the 
second. From that time on there was no four mile 
racing until October, 1873. wheu George Treat’s 
horse, Thad Stevens, beat Jim; Daniels (just off the 
ears) anil Ballot Box a four mile heat race at 
the Oakland track, the first beat being run iu 
7:33. and the second iu 7:30, then the fastest sec- 
ond heat in history. 

GREAT SIXTEEN MILE RACE. 

Out of this grew the great sixteen mile raee at 
the Ocean House track, won by Thad Stevens in 
his third and fourth heats. Of all the detestable 
jobs in American turf history this was the worst. 
True Blue could have won the race if Joe Daniels 
had not cut him down from behind, and after that 
Joe Daniels could have won if his bridle had not 
broken. The tin\e was 7:45, 8:08, 7:57, 8:20%, Joe 
Daniels taking the first heat and True Blue the 
second. I know of nt least three men who had 
$10,000 worth of checks in that pool box who had 
not one dollar in the banks on which those checks 
were drawn. And had any horse but Thad Stevens 
won the raee, they would have been out in the 
harbor searching for outward -bound shins, headed 
for countries with which the United States had 
no treaties of extradition. 

Next came the race in which Katie Pease beat 
HardwiMMl, Henry and Tliad Stevens over the then 
new Bay District track in straight heats. The 
time was 7:43%, 7:36(4- Jim? Daniels was also a 
starter, but broke down and was distanced. A year 
later they liad the one that was guaranteed at 
$30,000, but the winner got less than $7,000 in 
actual cash. It was won by Mark Littcll’s eh. h. 
Foster, by Lexington — Verona, by Yorkshire, 

beating Mr. Baldwin’s Rutherford and six others. 
Golden Gate and Hock Hocking were well inside 
the flag, but were reported distanced— to save the 
payment of second and third moneys, of course, 
aud this infamy ended up all four- mile racing on 
the Pacific coast until 1895, when Thomas H. Wil- 
liams sought to revive the smoldering fires by in- 
augurating the Thornton Stakes. 

I have been asked by the Chronicle to give all 
the close finishes that have occurred in tlie several 
renewals of that event, anil from all that I can 
glean there is nothing to parallel the victory of Los 
Angeleno over Mamie Algol, which was by the 
shortest of heads. The only other close finish in 
the history of the race was in 1898, when Sandy 
McNaughton’s lilack horse. Judge Denny, heat 
Barney Sehreiher’s Marplot, a three-year-old at 
that, by less than three parts of a length. Other 
four-mile races were run at Ingleside. one won by 
Little Bob and the other by the Australian man’. 
Candid, owned by A. B. Spreckels, which defeated 
Corrigan’s great horse, O. B. Morris, in a common 
canter.— Thomas B. Merry (UUdalgo).

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

The latest developments of the allied offensive 
as revealed by Associated Press dispatches are that 
tlie Britisli troops again are storming the German 
defenses west of Mauhouge. The new attack, 
launched early yesterday Itetwcen Solesincs and Is* 
Catean. is rejsirted to Is* making good progress. Field 
Marshal Haig, ill driving forward of tlie seven mile 
froiit north «f I** f’ateau, also is increasing tlie 
menace to Valenciennes, through the western sub- 
lir l, s of which the British are fighting. North of 
Valenciennes the city has been outflanked by the 
capture <>f Itruay. It is not probable the Germans 
will •«“ able to bold out iu Valenciennes much longer 
and once the Scheldt is crossed here the Britisli 
will la* in a position to threaten seriously both Mons 
and Maubeuge. Between Is; Catean and Solesmes 
the British are on the high ground east of the 
Kelle River and it is from this favorable position 
today’s attack was begun. The German resistance 
here has been bitter, as tlie line is vital to tlie se- 
curity of the German defenses over a wide front 
to tlie south ami southeast, lu southwestern Belgium 
tlie British continue to close in ou Tournai. North 
rtf the town they have forced a crossing of the 
Scheldt, while <*n the south they have reached the 
western bank of tlie river. 

Germany’s new note to President Wilson iu 
official text was delivered to Secretary Lansing at 
]6 o'clock yesterday morning by Frederick Oeder- 
lin, charge of tlie Swiss legation. It may be stated 
that there is nothing in the communication to alter 
the decision of the ITeaidciit that lie will not pro- 
IKise an armistice to tlie allies la-fore the Germans 
evacuate all occupied territory. There would la* no 
announcement as yet of President Wilson’s decision 
in regard to the new German note. Tills was 
learned after White House conferences participated 
in by Secretaries Lansing and Daniels and General 



March, it is understood the outcome of exchanges 
with London and Paris is awaited. 

A panic on the Vienna Stock Exchange followed 
receipt of President Wilson’s last note to Austria, 
advices reaching Washington from neutral sources 
stated yesterday. Bonds of Austriau banks, al- 
ready depreciated, have taken another slump of 
S6 and even 93 per cent, dispatches state, while 
industrials have lost 34 to 46 per cent, and state 
railways 42 per cent. Czech bonds were the only 
securities to rise. 

"'lien the United States ship Ticonderoga, form- 
erly tlie German steamer Camilla ltickniers, was 
toriiedoed 1,706 miles from shore on September 30, 
the submarine, it was reported yesterday, shelled 
the lifeboats, killing many of those who had suc- 
ceeded in leaving the ship safely. 

New credits of $200,000,000 for Italy and $100,- 
000,006 for France were established yesterday by 
the Treasury, making the total loans to Italy 
$1,066,000,660 and to France, $2,163,000,000. For 
all tlie allies American loans now amount to $7,520,- 
476,000.

FRANCE'S FAMOUS TREES BEING FELLED 



Oirresjmndence from Franco brings the news that 
many of the giant trees highly prized and long 
safeguarded h.v France an* tieing felled on a large 
scale for building operations of the American forces. 
A ris-ent lei ter (reals 011 this subject Interestingly. 
It reads as follows: 

Timlier cutting for the use of the American 
army is proceeding on a vast scale in some of the 
great forest regions of France, as well as in Swilz- 
crland and Spain. The cutting of a tree in France 
has been, in j ware time, a little short of felony, and 
no tree could la* removed until another vigorous 
sapling was ready to take its place. But the stern 
requirements of war have compelled a change in 
this conservation of the forests, and the French 
arc yielding the trees they have so long safe- 
guarded. 

Great as the sacrifice is it has lteen recognized 
as a war measure, since the bringing over from 
America of the vast amount of lumber required 
would Stop the transport of troops. So the forests 
are going, and for tlio first time solid stone con- 
struction is giving place to the lighter and much 
more rapid wood construction. 

Besides the gathering of this huge stock of 
material, requiring thousands of foresters, there is 
the work of building the hospitals, docks, barracks, 
etc. The vastness of these building operations can 
be judged from the one item of building hospitals. 

Hospitals are built 011 the basis of beds for 10 
jut cent of the strength of troops, so that with an 
army of l.Ottn.OOO men the hospital provision must 
be for 100.000 ls-ds; and with a prospective army 
of 2,000.000 men in sight the actual estimate for 
hospitals is 2< (0,000 !>ods. As there are as many 
attendants as wounded occupying beds, this makes 
requirements for 400.000. or the size of a great 
metropolis, ia the one item of hospitals. 

Several 10,000 tied hospitals are under way, and 
two 20,000 bed hospitals are Is-ing provided. One 
of these 20.(88) bed establishments, with its 20,000 
attendants, makes a large village of itself, of 
40.000 itcople, with their own electric light, water 
and sewer systems, and all the organization of a 
large municipality. 

The building of warehouses, docks, etc., is on the 
same gigantic scale as hospitals. At three different 
points there is an average construction of three 
warehouses put up each day, and eaeli 500 by 50 
feet in dimensions. Ten miles of docks is about 
keeping pace now with the requirements of an army 
of 1.000.000 luen. but with a prospective army 
much greater than a million, thirty miles of docks 
is tiie minimum requirement. Much of the barracks 
and trench construction is rush work which will 
have to Is* completed before winter. 

These are some of the outstanding features of 
this huge work of army construction carried on by 
th- engineers, far exceeding the work on the 1‘an- 
ama Canal or any other engineering ojieration the 
United States has ever before undertaken. 



THAT HAND! 



What makes this powerful German thing so 
horrible is that its soul lias lieen destroyed. From 
human understanding it is utterly cut off. When 
tiie world talks of morality, of right and wrong, 
of faith and humanity, of something highei* Ilian 
the law of self -preservation, it leers and says: 
“Hypocrisy lias its uses. But let’s get through 
with all the necessary phrases and talk qf what 
we mean.” It does not kn >w what we are talking 
about. It does not kn >w fundamentally why we 

ore at war with what it represents. And it does

not know that it doesn’t know. More terrifying 
than its crimes is tiie unfathomable fact that it is 
apparently unaware of its criminality. Therefore, 
it cannot comprehend the horror with which civili- 
zation regards its acts. This seems a necessary 
conclusion, for how otherwise could you account 
for the face with which it insults its euemies l>y 
proposing first a truce ami then negotiations? 

Tiie new imperial chancellor sjieaks of a “new” 
German government and of a “new” epoch in 
Germany’s internal history, dating from the decree 
of the ilohenzollcrns. He lias the colossal impu- 
dence- -or shall we say tiie abysmal misunderstand- 
ing? — to say that at the peace negotiations the new 
German government shall use its efforts to stipulate 
in tiie treaties for conditions and institutions in all 
lands to improve the Jot of tiie laliqrers. 

.All of that is German rubbish. 

The kaiser also speaks. It seems incredible. He 
says: 

“But I will only extend m.v hand for an honora- 
ble peace.” 

Tiie world will not touch that hand. 

The German kaiser has but one peace to make, 
and that is his own peace with God. And as we 
believe in God so we believe that he cannot make 
peace with Him until he has paid a price beyond 
the power of mankind to imagine. That is God’s 
own business. He leaves much for us to do. in our 
way, with all. tiie faith and fortitude we have. 

Little as the Germans know of the moral values 
which tin* rest of us will save or perish in the 
effort, they seem to know even less about the 
temperament of the American people. 

They thought we sold arms and ammunition to 
the allies for profit only. 

They thought we shelved the Lusitania atrocity 
from motives of cowardice and greed, commingled. 

They thought we were pacifists and profiteers 
entirely. 

They thought we went into the war without 
meaning to fight. 

They thought we were half German. 

And they now apparently think we are willing to 



war. 

They address their overtures to us, pretending 
to accept in principle the conditions of peace laid 
down hy President iison. But they are wrong. 

We are not tiie peace makers. We are the war 
makers. 

It is true that we have laid down certain ab- 
stract conditions of peace, but these concern only 
our allies and ourselves and are not open to Ger- 
many for discussion. 

We have laid down one condition of war — one 
only— mid that is to use force, force to the utmost, 
force without stint or limit, until we shall have 
destroyed forever in this world tiie indecent, in - 
tolerable, criminal thing that now holds out its 
dripping hand. 

Tell your people that. Prince Maximilian of Ba- 
den, and if they can understand an epoch may be- 
gin.— Xe W York Tribune.

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PEACE NEGOTIATIONS IN WAR OF 1870 



One reason why the precedents established by the 
Franco-Prnssian war cannot apply in existing con- 
ditions, especially as regnrds the last act in the 
drama, is that France held out until the people of 
Paris were starving. The final act of the war was 
the siege of the city. In the present case there is 
no thought that the Germans will resist until the 
allies are encamped about Berlin. Nobody believes 
that the Germans will fight to the end as did the 
French. Moreover, it would he an utter Impossibility 
for the city of Berlin to stand out for even a week 
against the allied armies, let alone suffer for months 
as did Paris. The Inst scene of all is likely to 
take place in Berlin, but the entrance into thnt 
city of allied troops will be for the purprtse of im- 
pressing the German people, to show them that the 
forces upon which they relied to conquer the world 
are beaten utterly to the dust. It will not be on 
account of military necessity. 

THE LAST HOPE GONE. 

Nevertheless, there is n general determination that 
if there is to bo a precedent found for tiie close of 
this war it shall lie found in the events of 1871. 
thnt we shall treat the Germans with no more mercy 
than they showed to the French, and in view of 
this sentiment it is interesting to recall the last 
phase of that great tragedy. The French armies 
had been beaten decisively in the field. There 
was not the slightest hope for them. One defeat 
had followed another until the crowning disasters 
at Sedan and Metz. The city of Paris was invested 
by the enemy. The population were living in cel- 
lars famishing and freezing. In vain Thiers had 
visited London, Vienna, St. Petersburg and Florence 
to persuade one of the great powers of Europe to 
stand between Prussia and its prey. All that earn** 
of it was a series of appeals that Germany should 
be lenient. Everything had been tried. The Com- 
mittee of National Defense, as the New Y'ork 
Times oliserves, had lost the confidence of the 
people. “Mobs gathered in the streets, and Paris 
was threatened with the Commune. Mutiny reared 
its ugly head in the National Guard.” 

FAVRE’S MISSION. 

On January 1, .Titles Favre presented himself to 
Bismarck to ask for an armistice. He did his best 
for his nation, but he held no cards, and Bismarck 
knew that he was binding. He warned the chan- 
cellor that Paris lmd enough food to last for six 
months, and continued, “Paris is about to assault 
ytur lines; I do not know what the issue of this 
action will be, hut to avoid the necessary sacri- 
fices. 1 propose the following conditions,” and he 
mimed them. Bismarck, too, could bluff. “It is 
too late,” he said, “I have opened negotiations 
with the imperial family.” However, he suggested 
that Favre should set down his terms, and this 
was done in lead pencil, Bismarck promising that 
no other eye should see them but that of the em- 
peror. Favre then withdrew, but three days later 
there was another meeting between these adver- 
saries, and specific terms were discussed. 

ARMISTICE EXTENDED. 

Bismarck insisted that the Germans should enter 
Paris for the moral effect, although, it is to la- 
borne in mind the question was one of an armistice, 
and not of iieace terms. He also asked that Belfort 
should be surrendered, but to this demand Favre re- 
fused to listen, and he won his point. Bismarck 
it might be observed, could have well afforded to 
be generous, for no man knew better tlinn he that 
France was beaten and would in the end have to 
take what was offered her. It was agreed that 
hostilities should cease in the provinces, but disposal 
of the French army of the east and of other forces 
in tiie field was to await belated news of condi- 
tions. On January 28 Favre in the name of the 
Government of National Defense telegraphed to 
Gambetta at Bordeaux, “We have signed an arm- 
istice. See that it is immediately executed every- 
where.” The armistice was to have expired on 
February 21, hut it was extended, for at that time 
Thiers could not bring himself to agree to the 
German conditions of peace. 

THE INDEMNITY. 

Bismarck asked for the cession of Alsace, al- 
though later on it developed that lie was opposed to 
tiiis demand, including Belfort and Metz, and de- 
manded an indemnity of six milliards of francs. 
Thiers said that tills was not to be considered, 
that two milliards would pay Germany’s expensex. 
Then Bismarck came down to tiie irreducible Ger- 
man minimum — five milliards of francs, and Alsace 
including Metz. Thiers saved Belfort. Tiie armis- 
tice was extended to March 12 to permit the Na 
tional Assembly to meet and consider the terms. It 
was agreed that German troops were to remain in 
France, to withdraw gradually as installments of 
the indemnity were paid. Then came the triumph 
of the Commune; the government that Bismarck 
had treated with was thrust from Paris, and the 
chancellor intimated that it might be the duty of 
the German army to police the city and restore 
order. Tiie knowledge that this was in his power 
no doubt influenced him in signing the final peace 
treaty with Favre and I’ouyer-Quertier, and accept- 
ing their assurances that tiie government really rep- 
resented France and could recover its authority in 
the capital. Between tiie tiire of signing the arm- 
istice and the final treaty of peace seven months 
elapsed. 



COLORADO’S WILD BIRD PRESERVE 

Accident and a natural love for wild birds and 
not deliberate intention brought the Lpcas Wild 
Bird Preserve into being. Some few years ago at 
Glenwood Springs, Colo., E. E. Ltieas, now manager 
of the Hotel Colorado, at that resort, was only the 
assistant manager — and there was an unsightly 
mud hole and mosquito factory on the premises. 
Mr. Lucas suggested that if some wild ducks could 
lie induced to set up housekeeping in the mud hole 
that they might enjoy eating the mosquitoes, an:l 
incidently that might prevent the mosquitoes from 
eating up the guests of the hotel. So the then 
manager said: “Suit yourself.” Whereupon Lucas 

proceeded to suit the ducks. 

A stray flock that arrived on the pinions via 
the Polarns, Colorado & Southern Air Line, stopped 
over for lunch, and as no one objected, they decided 
to spend the night in tiie mud hole. -Finding the 
accommodations up to the regular standard for all 
guests, the ducks lingered and. as is ever the case 
at Glenwood. they firmly made up their minds to 
leave tomorrow. 

Tomorrow has not yet come, but instead of to- 
morrow came some eggs. Freight on eggs is high 
since the new rates went into effect, so the ducks 
let them lay there in tiie reeds, and finally bits of 
brown -striped fuzz were floating on the pond, now 
no longer a mud hole. Then came wild geese, and 
the swans moved in. That settled it; the place had 
tiie official seal of social approval — weren’t the 
swans not only stopping, but staying there? — 
Whereupon all kinds of waterfowl came in the pro- 
verbial flocks, and have stayed ever since. 

Tiie result is that Lucas has one of the finest 
wild-bird preserves in America, and no wire screens 
are necessary. Tiie wild birds stay because, like 
other travelers, they find nothin;; better between 
the Rio Grande and the Canadian line than camping 
in the Colorado Rockies. 



MORE CONSULS NEEDED FOR OUR 
MERCHANT MARINE 



Our merchant marine is rapidly outgrowing our 
consular service, according to Edward N. Hurley, 
chairman of the United States Shipping Board, who 
urges that steps be taken immediately to provide 
facilities abroad for handling the millions of tons 
of shipping which will he afloat under the American 
flag in peaceful trade when the war is over. Mr. 
Hurley has made a study of this subject in connec- 
tion with the development of the American merchant 
marine and lays the facts before the nation so thnt 
intelligent public opinion may guide Congress when 
appropriations for the consular service are made 
next winter. 

A story is told hy an American consul who served 
recently at a Spanish port. One of his agents from 
another port visited him. 

“Have you ever cleared a ship flying tiie Ameri- 
can flag?” asked tiie consul of the axeut. 

“No, I haven’t,” was the reply, “and if a ship 
had to be cleared I wouldn’t know how to do it.” 

At Queenstown, Ireland, one of the greatest ports 
of call in tiie world, no vessel flying the American 
flag has touched there in more than nine years 
until early in 1915, when war and shipping shortage 
began to take American vessels overseas. This is 
true of many other great ports abroad and illus- 
trates the shipping decadence which is now being 
remedied. 

Uncle Sum experts to have 25,000,000 tons of 
merchant shipping within two yenrs. Every ton 
that can be delivered now goes into the service 
to France. If (icaee came tomorrow and our 
present tonnage were scattered over the world trade 
routes, the consular service would be inadequate 
to handle our ships. There would simply not lie 
enough men in the consulates, anil they would also 
work against handicaps of obsolete shipping regu- 
lations, and in many cases lack of experience. 

“There is no question about the high character 
of our consular service,” said Mr. Hurley. “We 
have some splendid officials abroad, men who work 
for Uncle Sam at salaries far below what they 
might secure tomorrow hy leaving tiie service anil 
entering private employ. There are not enough of 
them and they are not justly compensated. Several 
consuls have died or broken down in harness the 
past year under strain of overwork imiiosed upon 
them by war conditions.” 

“We need more consuls and larger consular staffs. 
We need them today to carry on tiie Increased 
burden of work. If we do not provide them today 
and prepare for the great growth in onr merchant 
marine ami trade after the war I fear that we 
shall suffer a serious breakdown. Tiie Department 
of State has work for fully fifty additional men 
right now, and if Congress authorized such an ex- 
tension of service, would find the men and send 
•them abroad immediately. Unless Congress meets 
tiiis war emergency both the Department of State 
and the United States Shipping Board face the 
danger of public criticism for inadequate service 
when iieace comes. These departments will really 
he blameless, but criticism will fall uiion them 
nevertheless.” 

“There are nearly IrtO pages in the United 
States consular regulations dealing with shipping 
matters — tiie clearing of ships flying the American 
flag, tiie protection of American seamen and own- 
ers, the settling of disputes and the like. Many 
of these regulations are based on old treaties. 
Many of them are obsolete. There are differences 
between treaties with various countries. Our con- 
suls often lack authority to handle mutters in- 
volving the interests of our sailors and ship own- 
ers. These regulations are complicated chiefly be- 
cause we have had little commerce in American 
ships. Many of them were excellent in the days 
of our sailing ships, when they were established. 
But before we can operate a modern merchant 
marine we must revise, standardize and simplify 
tiiis whole mass of regulations and bring them up 
to the efficiency of other nations’ practice. 

“Foreign trade in American slii|is will mean 
better service to our customers abroad than we 
have ever rendered in tiie past. It must be the 
American manufacturer’s aim to take care of his 
customers in Latin America as well as he docs of 
customers at home. We can’t get the trade and 
hold it unless we give American service. A very 
large part of tiiis service will depend ii[xiii United 
States consuls. They will have to handle a great 
increase in business connected witli American 
shipments and American ships. They will also lie 
called upon by our manufacturers for information 
concerning other countries. The time to provide 
for this service is now, while we are building tiie 
si *ps. We must have more men and they should 
lie adequately paid. Consular serviee calls for a 
man with college education, plus business experi- 
ence. plus facility in dealing with people, plus 
acquaintance with one or more foreign languages, 
plus technical knowledge of consular duties. We 
have lieen asking the man of that caliber to pass a 
stiff examination before entering the service and 
then sending him down to countries like Brazil, 
where living is more costly than in New York, 
end expecting him to maintain a family and a 
good position and the national dignity on a small 
salary. We are paying shipbuilders better wages 
than some of our consular employees nowadays, 
and I consider it one of the finest evidences of 
patriotism that cur consuls have stuck to their 
[Mists and died in harness during these war times, 
when by merely resigning and accepting private 
IMisitions they could have secured salaries several 
times as large as those Uncle Sum pays. I cer- 
tainly hope that this real emergency will be made 
clear to Congress and action taken soon. 

"We might look to Great Britain for an exam- 
ple of straight thinking and enterprise in this 
matter. For despite more than four years’ strug- 
gle for her national life, tiie right little, tight 
little island lias kept lier industries alive, given 
the best possible service to her customers all over 
the world, helped us move our troops to France 
and feed them, and arranged an orderly scheme 
of reconstruction after the war, both at home 
and abroad. Her consular service lias been eu- 
li.Tged. and will play a large part in repairing the 
waste of war wlieu peace comes. British consuls 
make British shipping what it is, to a great ex- 
tent. and I trust that we will take steps to buck 
our ships with more consular exports.” 
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
